Entries from six states compete 
in 1961 San Antonio horse show

San Antonio—Two hundred sev- 
enty-four entries from Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Colorado, Kansas, Ohio and 
North Dakota competed for trophies 
in the Quarter Horse Show at the San 
Antonio Livestock Exposition in mid- 
February. 

Sixty-one of the horses also vied for 
top honors in the registered perform- 
ance classes of the show, judged Feb. 
13. 

Champions of the halter classes 
were picked by J. D. Craft of Jones- 
boro on Feb. 12 in the judging arena 
of the Joe Freeman Coliseum. 

Named grand champion stallion 
was Dandy Day, owned by J. P. Espy 
of Fort Davis. Poco Stampede, from 
the stable of Mrs. G. F. Rhodes of 
Abilene, was reserve champion. 

E. P. Waggoner of Vernon exhib- 
ited the grand champion mare, Nunes 
Cameo.

Martin also exhibited the grand 
champion gelding, Dawson Jack. Re- 
serve champion honors went to 
Chubby Waspy, owned by H. C. Espy 
of Fort Davis.

The championship reining class saw

Berry Gains Time 


On Horse Race Bill 


Austin—Rep. V. E. (Red) Berry 
won a preliminary skirmish last 
month in his fight for legalized horse 
race betting in Texas—but the big 
fight was still to come. 

Berry got additional time to muster 
support for the much-debated amend- 
ment (HJR 4) by winning House ap- 
proval of a three week postponement 
of debate. 

The House voted 77-70 to delay the 
showdown on Berry’s measure until 
March 21. He wants to let Texas 
voters decide in 1962 whether local 
option elections on horse racing and 
parimutuel betting should be permit- 
ted in nine Texas counties. 

Although powerfully opposed by 
some church groups, Berry has argued 
that the voters themselves should have 
a say on whether legalized racing and 
betting is allowed to return to Texas. 
He maintains that it can be a major 
source of tax revenue to a state badly 
in need of new income.

Texas A&M College sets 
dates for horse short course 


College Station—March 2—A two 
day short course on many phases of 
horse breeding, care and management 
has been set for June 30 and July 1, 
1961, according to F. I. Dahlberg of 
the Texas A & M College Animal 
Husbandry Department. 

The course will cover such specific 
topics as reproduction problems, mare 
and foal care, feeds and feeding, graz- 
ing and pastures, parasites and dis- 
eases, horseshoeing, proper tack, show 
etiquette, facilities, selection and judg- 
ing, training of foals, evaluation of 
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pedigrees, 4-H Horse Club leader re- 
quirements, pricing and selling Quar- 
ter Horses. 

Dahlberg told The Texas Horse- 
man that questionaires sent out, plus 
a form printed in The Texas Horse- 
man, had produced evidence that the 
short course was very much wanted 
by horsemen. 

“Of all the suggested problems,” he 
said, “nutrition and breeding prob- 
lems seem to be the most popular.” 

He added that Texas A & M will 
have 15 to 18 Quarter Horses of vari- 
ous ages to sell and that a sale will be 
set up during this short course.

Ed Eitleman dies 


As the horsemen and bands, car- 
riages and floats began to gather for 
the parade that would open the Fort 
Worth Stock Show on a bitter cold 
January morning, another group 
gathered to pay final tribute to Ed 
Eitelman, a man who had been a vital 
part of the Fort Worth show for a 
generation. 

He died at his home on Jan. 23. 

Eitelman, 79, had retired only last 
year from the work he loved—design- 
ing and hand-forging the finely 
weighted and balanced shoes that race 
and show horses wear. 

A native of Cleveland, O., he came 
to Fort Worth 75 years ago and ,was 
apprenticed as a youth to a black- 
smith uncle who owned a shop at 7th 
and Commerce in Fort Worth. 

His own shop—Eitelman and Sons 
Shoeing and Carriage Shop—was on 
what was known as Railroad Street 
(now W. Vickery). He was the horse- 
shoeing expert and his sons turned 
out all types of horse-drawn vehicles. 

His shop for years was a landmark; 
there was an enormous pile of used 
shoes outside the door that rose to al- 
most 20 feet. 

For 26 years, Ed Eitelman served 
his customers, among them the late 
W. T. Waggoner. Waggoner received 
regular visits from Ejitelman, who 
made all the shoes for the rancher’s 
valuable horses. 

Until a year ago, he shod the en- 
tries in the horse classes at the South- 
western Exposition and Fat Stock 
Show. 

Eitelman’s hobby—a collection of 
25 pairs of longhorns—has been 
loaned for exhibition many times.

B. F. Phillips, Jr., owner of Expec- 
tation Stud Farm of Frisco, Texas, 
announced March 15 that the plan 
would be retroactive to Jan 1, 1960.

TIPS FROM TRAINERS- 3 


By Bob Gray 


The Training of Poco Stampede 


Trainer Jack Newton tells how 

a world’s champion was started 
and developed and some of the 
problems he met along the way 


If you listed America’s top cut- 
ting horses you would certainly in- 
clude the name of Poco Stampede. 
This golden dun stallion was the na- 
tional cutting champion in 1959 and 
has been in the Top Ten of the Na- 
tional Cutting Horse Assn. for three 
of the past four years. He won the 
Sweetwater NCHA Tournament of 
Champions early this year and just

recently captured the registered Quar- 
ter Horse cutting crown at the Hous- 
ton Fat Stock Show. 

The man who broke and trained 
Poco Stampede—and carried the stal- 
lion on to national honors—is Jack 
Newton, 36, employed as trainer by 
Mrs. G. F. Rhodes, Abilene, the 
horse’s owner. Newton was a cham- 
pion RCA calf roper before he started 
training cutting horses in the early 
1950’s. Tall, slim and friendly, he 
understands the problems that novices 
have in training cutting horses be- 
cause he was his own teacher too. In 
this interview, done by tape recording 
last month in Houston, Newton ex- 
plains how Poco Stampede reached 
championship caliber, and the rider’s 
own personal techniques in training 
himself and showing his champion to 
the best advantage. 

Q. What kind of a colt was Poco 
Stampede? 

A. He was a pretty good colt, a 
breedy-looking colt—he wasn’t a bull- 
dog-type horse. By ‘breedy-looking’ I 
mean a horse that’s balanced good 
and pretty trim-made. He’s not really 
heavy. Instead of a real Quarter 
Horse type, he’s a little more on the 
Quarter-Thoroughbred type. 


Q. When did you break him to 
ride? 

A. I started riding the horse in 
1954 when he was a two-year-old. 
He’d try you too. You had to be 
pretty careful with him. He’s still 
that way. You could never fight him 
or anything like that, to get along 
with him. He just wouldn’t take the 
punishment a lot of horses would 
take. Up to this day you can’t fight 
him too much. You can correct him, 
then go on. You couldn’t spur him 
like you do a lot of young horses. 
Used to have to handle him pretty 
easy. 

Q. How did you find that out? 

A. I found out that when he made 
a mistake (in cutting) and I got 
after him too rough I was doing 
him more harm than good... He was 
fighting me as much as I was trying 
to correct him. In the fall, when he 
was two, if he made a mistake, I’d 
really get after him for it. Then he’d 
go back and make that same mistake 
again—and when he’d make it, it 
would scare him and he’d try to get 
away from me. Maybe even try to 
run off. He expected to get punished 
for. it. Maybe he’d miss a cow or a 
cow would get by him. So I began 
to just set him down and hold him 
there a minute . . . to settle him. That 
started working better. Then I got 
him to where, when he made a mis- 
take, he’d try to recover rather than 
try to get away from me. 

Q. What bit did you use on him 
at first? 

A. I broke him with a hackamore 
and rode him with a hackamore for 
a year before I ever put a bit on 
him..I guess I go at it a little differ- 
ent (starting a young horse) than 
most people. I’ve got a_ breaking 
hackamore to use on them—then I'll 
graduate them on up a little to a 
different hackamore . it’s got a 
rope noseband on it but a leather 
head stall. And I'll ride a horse with 
that a good while. 

Q. Did Stampede need a lot of 
riding? 

A. This horse could take a lot of 
riding. He still takes a lot of riding. 
Lots of days if its cool and he’s feel- 
ing good, I’ll ride that horse three or 
three and a half hours before I work 
him. He’s a better horse. (then) It 
gets him down on the ground a little 
more. I’ve been criticized for that— 
that maybe I ride a horse too much. 


But you get a horse to where he 
(Poco Stampede) is and they expect 
it. This horse has been awful bad 
about playing—he’ll get to playing, 
jumping, switching his tail. He just 
won't get down on that ground and

day. (when he won the Houston 
show.) If you don’t ride him down 
he’ll want to play with you. 

Q. Did he have any bad habits 
there at first? 

A. None any worse than any other 
horse. After I broke the horse and 
started riding him, we won a halter 
class with him. He was the kind that 
you wouldn’t pay too much attention 
to the first time you saw him—but 
you’d go back and look again. The 
judges were the same way. They’d 
always put him in there third or 
fourth. But after I started riding him 
he began developing out.

Q. What did you do to keep his 
mouth in good shape? 

A. . . . There’s some people can 
ride a horse with anything and get 
by with it and some can put a good 


bit on a horse and still hurt his 
mouth. The way I try to do is just 
be careful and not snatch a horse 
too hard on one rein. I think that’s 
where you can cut the bars in a 
horse’s mouth. You put a bind in his 
mouth when you jerk around with 
one rein and you'll hurt his 
mouth. 

Q. Was Stampede bad about 
charging cattle? 





A. Oh yes. I guess every horse gets 
to doing that. Lots of times you’ll go 
to a show where the cattle are worn 
out and sour and you can’t drive 


them. Then you have to spur your 
horse a lot to make him come out 
of the herd with a cow. The next 
show maybe the cattle are good and 
fresh—the horse just naturally wants 
to move the cow because you made 
him do it with those other slow 
cattle. 

Q. Did you make many mistakes 
yourself when you first started train- 
ing cutting horses? 

A. When I first started a cutting 
horse, Mrs. Rhodes would come 
down and take a movie so I could 
watch it. You can be on a horse 
and working him and you’ll be doing 
things you don’t realize you’re actu- 
ally doing. Not until you see it... 
one of the biggest mistakes every 
young rider makes—and I was just 
as bad as anyone could be—was when 
a horse gets to working good, you'll 
take hold of him a little or you'll 
move the rein one way or another. 
You’re balancing yourself a little with 
that (rein) hand. Still you’re doing 
it enough to where they can count 
off for it in a cutting. You won’t 
even realize you’re reining that horse. 

I did that (watched movies of the 
action) in roping and cutting both. 
If I had a horse that wasn’t working 
right and I couldn’t figure out what 
was going wrong, I’d get someone to 
come out and take the movies, then 
later I’d watch and study them. It’s 
surprising what you can learn and 


how many mistakes you can correct 
from that. 


Q. Does Stampede work best on 
any special kind of cattle? 

A. Yes—and one of the big secrets 
in cutting is to cut cows to fit your 
horse. There are some horses can 
work a “dead” cow, or slow cow, but 
they won’t look near as good. If I 
can cut a pretty wild kind of cow on 
Stampede he’ll look a lot better than 
he will on ordinary cattle where most 
horses look good. He has a lot of 
snap and go, and he can get in those 
rough places and get out so much 
faster. When they really get tough is 
when he looks his best. Another horse 
that I started same time as Stampede 
—Buck Duece—you cut just back- 
wards . . . you want to cut just a 
medium cow that isn’t too wild... 
when a cow got wild he could hold 
the cow but wouldn’t look good. 

Q. Do you always go deep in the 
herd on your first cow? 

A. They say it’s best to but I don’t 
do it every time because it depends 
a lot on how your cattle are set up 

. or whether you’re the first horse

Startling originality and complete 
femininity mark the clothes that west- 
ern women riders wear this year. 

Like the cowboys, they wear hats, 
shirts, narrow pants and boots—but 
the difference—WOW! 

Fabrics are borrowed from ball- 
gowns and cocktail dresses, the cos- 
tumes gleam with gold and silver and 
sparkle with sequins and rhinestones. 
And the fit of the garments leaves no 
doubt that the wearers are definitely 
girls. 

Typical of the custom-designed 
fashions for women on the western 
show and rodeo circuit and for girls 
who like to ride fashionably western- 
style are the outfits shown at the 
TBRA meeting during the recent 
Southwestern Exposition and Fat 
Stock Show in Fort Worth. 

Planned for cocktail parties, dances 
and contests were several outfits that 
actually wouldn’t be suitable for 
riding—but their glamour and eye- 
catching design are tempting. Jackie 
Thompson of Fort Worth modelled 
two costumes in this category. 

A completely gold erisemble of 
Jackie’s includes a gold leather hat; 
gold lamé shirt, frontier style, laced 
with rhinestones, gold pants of a new 
and very popular elastic stretch fab- 
ric; gold leather boots, and a gold 
leather car coat with huge collar and 
pockets.

J. Frank Dobie of Austin, Texas, is one of America’s lead- 
ing authorities on cow-country life and livestock. A score 
of Dobie books have told about the American West, with 
such titles as “The Longhorns” and “The Mustangs.” Ranch- 
born himself, Dobie lived the life of a cowboy in his youth, 
turned to writing and teaching, becoming an English pro- 
fessor at the University of Texas—and serving as guest 
professor at Cambridge University in World War Il. This 
is the first of several Dobie stories to appear in The Texas 
Horseman.

Maybe there has been a horse that could outpitch the 
original Midnight of Canadian “‘stampedes” and American 
“rodeos,” but no other bucker has achieved his fame. He 
has had numerous namesakes. Old fans and riders still 
talk of him. I never knew anything of his early history 
until I found it in an out-of-print book entitled “Johnny 
Chinook,” by Robert Gard, made up of stories and char- 
acters of western Canada. 

He was foaled on Jim McNab’s Cottonwood ranch in 
the Fort Macleod country of southern Alberta about 1915. 
His mother was a Thoroughbred, his sire a Morgan- 
Percheron cross. His color was coal black. Jim McNab 
was across the ocean fighting the Germans. All ranches 
were very short handed, but men left in the Cottonwood 
country noted this colt. When they gelded him they 
named him Midnight. As he grew they remarked on his 
speed, spirit, size, and other qualities. They guessed that 
endurance was one of them and that he would make a 
superb ranch horse—if anybody ever broke him. The 
horse-breakers were all gone to the war. 

When Jim McNab got back, Midnight stood fifteen 
and a half hands high, magnificent in looks and spirit. 
McNab had been a horse-breaker. The neighborhood 
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wondered if he would try to ride Midnight. He began 
breaking the young horses that had grown up during his 
absence, saving Midnight for the climax. If a boy or 
young man is really at home in the saddle, he will never 
get too old for it to be as natural to him as a rocking 
chair, though he may have more trouble getting into it. 
Every year of stiffening joints makes bronc-riding more 
difficult and dangerous, however. Jim McNab showed 
that he was still limber in horsebreaking, but he saved the 
most difficult for the end. 

One morning Midnight was driven into the corral with 
several gentle horses. After he was roped and saddled, 
the gate was opened and the other horses trotted out into 
a small pasture. McNab stayed on for five jumps before 
he hit the ground hard. There were plenty of spectators 
that morning, and at McNab’s word they drove Midnight 
back into the corral. 

On the second trial McNab stayed through seven 
jumps. Then he was thrown with such terrific force that 
all hands thought he must be badly injured. He got up 
by himself and said: “Boys, that Midnight black is going 
to make the greatest horse in Canada. Bring him back 
in.” Before mounting again, he and other horsemen ana- 
lyzed Midnight’s technique. It was straight, powerful 
bucking—no sunfishing or fence-rowing. On the third 
round McNab lasted a few jumps longer. When he got up 
he said, “Boys, that horse is fair. I’m going to keep riding 
him fair.” He did. He finally stayed on till Midnight quit 
pitching. By then both man and horse were exhausted, 
but the horse’s spirit had not been broken. 

After that Midnight learned fast. McNab rode him on 
cow work and then went to cutting cattle on him. He had 
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the combination of intelligence, instinct, quickness and 
bottom required for a cutting horse. But nobody but 
McNab could ride him. Several cowbbdys tried—one time 
each. Despite a developing friendship between himself 
and the horse, McNab had to be careful constantly. If 
Midnight’s instinct for freedom was throttled in such a 
way as to arouse rebellion, he would go to pitching any- 
where out on the range and keep on pitching until he 
threw his rider. To test his bottom McNab rode him to a 
ranch ninety miles away and back. He never had to touch 
a spur and Midnight never lowered his head. 

The town of Macleod was putting on a big celebration, 
the climax of which was a “stampede.” Friends urged 
McNab to enter Midnight. He was reluctant, for he 
feared that brutal riding would make the horse an out- 
law, but he led him into the arena and then saw him 
throw every man who tried to ride him. Midnight was 
the highlight of the show. McNab entered him again in 
the big Calgary Stampede of 1924. During three days not 
a rider stayed on his back. He did not try to kick or jump 
on a single fallen rider. Once or twice he even turned and 
nosed the man on the ground before trotting back to the 
chute. 

During the Calagry Stampede, McNab received high 
offers for what was now called the champion bucking 
horse of Canada. He turned them all down and took 
Midnight back to the quietness of the Cottonwood ranch, 
but a distinct change had come in the relationship be- 
tween the two. Midnight would still come to the call or 
whistle of his master and eat oats from his hand, but 
every time McNab got on him Midnight would throw 
him. He quit trying to ride him. He blamed himself for 
having consented to mistreatment of his friend. Then he 
sold his friend for a fine price and Midnight became the 
chief attraction in bucking horse contests all over North 
America. 

In 1926 Bobby Ismay of Montana, regarded by some 
contemporaries as the champion rider of America, tried 
to ride Midnight in Toronto. After throwing him, the 
horse went on bucking so hard that clashing of the stir- 
rups above the saddle smashed one of them. At Montreal 
two weeks later Pete Knight stayed on him until the 
whistle blew—but it was a good thing, he admitted, that 
there was a whistle. 

This was one of very few times that Midnight was 
ridden during thirteen years of rodeo competitions. A cer- 
tain twist he gave at the fifth or sixth jump would gen- 
erally catapult the rider out of the saddle. He seemed to 
like to travel and was as familiar in Fort Worth and 
Madison Square Garden as in Calgary. After an Euro- 
pean tour he was given his freedom on the Eliot and 
McCarty ranch out from Johnstown, Colorado. There he 
died in 1936 and was buried. His owners put up a stone 
bearing these jingles: 


Under this sod lies a great bucking hoss, 

There never lived a cowboy he could not toss. 

His name was Midnight. His coat was black as coal. 
If there is a hoss heaven, please God, rest his soul.

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in a herd that isn’t settled good. A 
lot of times you go deep in a herd 
like that and you haven’t got a 
chance. You'll run the herd off. 
You’ve got to kind of figure that out 
ahead of time. Like what happened 
here yesterday. (In the cutting con- 
test) I had Pie out the cattle I 
was going to cut and the way I was 
going to cut them... the first cow 
was standing right on the edge of 
the herd. I rode straight to the cow— 
to make her move over into the herd 

but instead of moving in she 
moved out. So I had to cut that cow 
because I wanted to use her. She was 
a good cow. So I didn’t go deep in 
the herd on the first cow. On my 
second cow I rode in there and the 
one I wanted just broke out of the 
herd. Well, I went on with her. I 
knew that if I didn’t go in there on 
the third cow I wouldn’t have done 
any herd work and they’d mark me 
down for that. I kind of trapped 
myself there. And that’s not a good 
policy. But it just so happened that 
I got my herd bunched just right 
and had to cut the cow right down 
through the middle of them, which 
was good, because the cow tried me 
in the herd and it turned out perfect 

. that’s one way to win a cutting. 
Cut the cow and get her to try you 
right there in the herd and still 
bring her out without any trouble. 
What helped too was that I cut that 
cow and didn’t work her over 15 
seconds before the whistle caught 
me . . . Stampede ended looking 
good- -and marked 149. 

Q. In your experience, what’s the 
most frequent mistake young riders 
make in their training? 

A. One thing is that a youngster 
often makes mistakes—and he thinks 
his horse is the one that is making 
those mistakes. Some of the boys 
just starting out—if they’ll go and 
watch the top hands working a horse, 
every chance they get—sit down and 
really pay attention if they want to 
learn how to ride and train a horse 
—that’ll do them a world of good. 
That’s the way I learned. And it can 
help these other boys if they'll work 
at it.

Harris County 4-H Horse 
Club Plans Ist Field Day 


The Harris County 4-H Horse 
Club, considered something of a 
“pilot” project in the Texas 4-H 
movement, will hold its first Field Day 
of practical training and competition 
April 1 at the Pin Oaks Stables in 
Houston. 

Billy Steele, assistant to Harris 
County Agent Dan Clinton, said that 
the group’s 200 members will be in- 


vited to bring all their horses and rid- 
ing equipment with them. Members 
without horses will have a morning 
session of work involving basic horse 
handling—haltering, saddling, the use 
of bits and safety reminders. 

Members with horses will have a 
chance to show them at halter before 
veteran trainers, Steele said, and be 
given an appraisal—if they want it— 
of their horses’ strong and weak 
points. There will also be a number of 
riding contests for the mounted mem- 
bers. 

Previous meetings of the group 
have taken them to major Gulf Coast 
ranches, to see the kind of breeding 
and training activities carried on 
there. 

Officals of Texas A & M College 
have followed the Houston club pro- 
cedures closely to determine whether 
its plan of organization and meetings 
might be recommended to other 


Texas counties for adoption. A num- 


ber of the state’s counties now have 
mounted 4-H groups. The Houston 
club is thought to be the largest.
